TIRE  CHAINS?  OR  GOLD? 


It  was  the  summer  of  1976  when  Miss  G  made  her  final  ascent  out  of  the  cellar  under  the 
trap  door  in  the  general  store  in  Ulysses,  Nebraska.  She  paused  to  scan  for  anything  she  had 
forgotten,  because  her  close  out  sale  was  tomorrow.  Her  trusty  eyes  spotted  a  cloth  bag  mostly 
concealed  by  years  of  dust  tucked  on  the  wall  between  the  rough-cut  floor  joists  of  her  old 
building.  She  felt  -  felt  like  tire  chains  -  she  grabbed  it  and  flung  it  through  the  trap  door 
figuring  someone  might  just  buy  those  things.  The  bag  hit  the  floor,  split  open,  and  sent  a  gallon 
of  Farmer  Co-Op,  Ulysses,  Nebr.,  bimetal  token  clanking  all  over  the  store.

Miss  G  started  working  in  town  in  1929  for  Carl  Diers  (the  family  that  later  had  several 
other  stores  in  Nebraska).  She  bought  tire  business  in  1947.  Today  she  lives  in  Seward  still 
walking  allover  the  town  every  day  (“taking  care  of  old”  as  she  puts  it)  and  could  arm-wrestle 
each  of  you.  This  activity  comes  from  her  living  over  the  river  and  through  the  woods  -  walking 
to  work  every  day  -  chopping  her  own  wood  for  heat  -  had  pumping  her  own  water.  She  still 
carries  the  grape  vine  basket  her  father  made  so  she  could  carry  eggs  from  the  family  farm  to 
Rising  City  as  a  child  for  that  extra  penny  a  dozen. 

I  am  tossing  in  some  of  this  trivia  for  your  reading  enjoyment  and  to  let  younger  readers 
among  us  realize  that  the  age  of  tokens  was  no  picnic.  It  is  so  important  that  we  pay  attention  to 
current  affairs  and  understand  the  “good  old  days”  knowing  that  in  one’s  lifetime  things  can 
change  so  radically. 

Figuring  nobody  would  want  those  worthless  things  rolling  around  on  the  floor,  but 
being  attuned  to  years  of  marketing  (and  as  you  could  guess  -  rather  conservative),  she  put  $20 
face  value  in  tokens  in  small  sacks  for  the  auction.  They  all  sold.  She  was  amazed.  “Even 
brought  more  than  tire  chains”  she  explained  to  me. 

Miss  G  remembered  the  tokens  because  in  her  early  years  at  the  store  she  would  stay  late 
after  work  on  New  Year’s  eve  to  help  take  the'  annual  inventory.  There  were  no  accounts  to  pay 
since  you  paid  cash  for  items  off  the  truck.  Charge  accounts  were  few  and  far  between  and  most 
likely  handled  personally  by  the  owner.  So,  you  add  up  the  inventory.  Then  you  count  the  cash 
register.  Then  you  make  payroll.  Then  you  take  the  sack  of  tokens  out  from  under  the  cash 
register,  count  the  contents,  subtract  that  from  the  amount  of  the  original  order  (they  kept  the 
invoice  for  the  tokens  in  the  bag),  and  the  differnce  is  your  accounts  payable!  Your  accounting 
is  done.  Sounds  reasonable  doesn’t  it?

THIN  PLANCET  CENTS 

By  Quent  Hansen 

Blank  planchets  are  from  sheets  of  metal  from  which  the  planchets  are  punched  by  dies  in 
a  machine  called  a  blanking  press.  When  the  strip  from  which  the  planchets  are  punched 
is  thinner  than  normal,  a  thin  planchet  results.  They  can  be  identified  by  the  difference  in 
their  weight. 

One  of  the  easiest  ways  to  search  for  thinner  blanks  or  struck  coins  is  to  stack  them 
edgewise.  The  thinner  coin  will  stand  out  among  the  rest  of  the  coins.  These  coins  will 
be  weakly  struck  when  pressure  applied  to  the  planchet.  These  coins  can  appear  to  be  a 
mushy  strike. 

Fabricated  thin  plachets  continue  to  plague  the  hobby.  This  con  can  be  easily  detected 
since  it  is  usually  very  thin  as  it  has  been  reduced  in  size  by  a  strong  chemical  process, 
usually  nitric  acid,  which  eats  the  copper  away  leaving  the  features  of  the  cent 
compressed  and  sharply  struck,  and  the  lettering  relatively  sharp.  It  will  have  a  somewhat 
grainy  appearance.

For  the  first  time,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  is  offering 
financial  assistance  to  adult  students  wishing  to  attend  its  Annual  Summer  Seminar  in 
Colorado  Springs,  Colorado. 

“The  ANA  School  of  Numismatics  Scholarship  Fund  was  established  with  the 
help  of  a  generous  bequest  from  the  estate  of  Marcella  Sheldon,”  says  ANA  Education 
Director  Gail  Baker.  “Mrs.  Sheldon  was  the  widow  of  M.  Vernon  Sheldon,  the  first 
recipient  of  the  ANA’s  Farran  Zerbe  Memorial  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  and 
enshrinee  in  the  Numismatic  Hall  of  Fame.  With  her  donation,  we  are  able  to  annually 
award  partial  scholarships  to  adults  numismatic  scholars  who  would  otherwise  be  unable 
to  attend  the  seminar.” 

The  cost  of  tuition,  meals  and  dormitory  accommodations  at  Colorado  College, 
where  the  Summer  Seminar  is  held,  is  $510.  The  ANA  Summer  Seminar  2001  (June  30 
to  July  13)  will  offer  32  courses,  including  12  new  classes,  split  between  two,  one-week 
sessions.  Classes  in  each  session  will  cover  every  topic  from  ancient  coins  to  designing 
Internet  web  pages. 

In  addition  to  the  courses,  evening  bull  sessions  and  tours,  the  ANA  Summer 
Seminar  2001  will  offer  six,  hands-ons,  mini-seminars  that  will  be  taught  in  two  or  three, 
evening  sessions.  These  classes  will  afford  students  the  opportunity  to  study  more  than 
one  area  of  interest  or  survey  a  previously  unexplored  topic. 

“The  ANA  already  offers  between  15  and  25  scholarships  to  young  numismatists 
(age  13-22),  and  it  will  continue  to  do  so,”  Baker  says.  “However,  with  the  interest 
earned  from  the  Sheldon  endowment,  along  with  other  donations,  the  ANA  now  will  be 
able  to  offer  financial  assistance  to  our  adult  members  on  an  annual  bases.” 

To  help  qualify  applicants,  the  ANA  is  enlisting  the  help  of  its  member  clubs. 
Those  applying  for  scholarships  must  complete  a  questionnaire,  which  request 
information  about  club  membership;  types  of  exhibits  produced  and  awards  received; 
subjects  of  numismatic  presentations  and  articles;  and  why  they  want  to  attend  the 
Summer  Seminar.  An  ANA-member  club  officer  must  complete  a  statement  regarding 
the  character  and  contributions  of  the  applicant. 

All  applications  for  financial  aid  are  kept  confidential  and  will  be  considered  on 
an  individual  basis. 

“The  deadline  for  receipt  of  scholarship  applications  is  February  15, 2001,”  Baker 
says.  “We  expect  demand  to  be  high  for  classes  at  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  2001,  so 
we  are  encouraging  early  registration.  Seminar  students  can  attend  one  class  from  either 
session,  or  stay  both  weeks  and  select  one  class  per  session.”

“Meditations  of  a  Young  Numismatist” 

by  Ben  Keele 

INTRODUnON 

I  have  collected  coins  for  nearly  five  years  now,  and  at  age  seventeen  I  have 
started  looking  back  on  what  I  have  done  in  numismatics  and  whom  I  have  met.  I  have 
recorded  these  reminiscences  so  that  readers  can  fmd  out  what  goes  on  in  a  teenage 
numismatist’s  head,  and  how  to  help  them  I  their  formative  years. 

THEPSYCEOFAYN 

My  start  in  coins  came  from  a  simple  Whitman  Lincoln  Cent  folder.  I  started  by 
just  filling  the  holes  with  my  mom’s  change.  Then  I  got  a  current  Guidebook  to  U.S. 
Coins,  and  that  revealed  a  whole  new  realm  to  me.  I  had  no  idea  that  the  United  States 
had  generated  such  a  plethora  of  coins  and  other  numismatic  items.  I  visited  the  local 
coin  shop,  a  few  coin  shows,  joined  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  and  I  was  on 
my  way. 

This  simple  tale  of  the  creation  of  a  coin  collector  illustrates  a  few  personality 
traits  that  are  needed  to  grasp  and  hold  an  interest  in  numismatics.  These  are  merely 
based  on  my  observations,  so  the  list  is  certainly  not  exclusive  of  other  types  of  people. 

First,  we  consider  age.  If  the  potential  collector  is  too  young,  than  he  or  she  is 
likely  to  be  too  immature  to  hold  interest  or  actually  understand  the  numerous  and 
intricate  facets  of  numismatics.  I  think,  generally  speaking,  a  child  can  become  actively 
involved  in  the  hobby  at  or  after  age  eleven  or  twelve.  Of  course,  after  age  eleven  or  so 
one  can  become  a  young  numismatist,  but  I  think  there  is  a  “window”  of  time  when  a 
child  is  prime  for  cultivating  an  interest  in  numismatics.  This  span  is  of  about  four  years: 
ages  twelve  to  sixteen. 

The  first  limit  is  caused  by  a  child’s  intellectual  ability  and  attention  span,  which  I 
do  not  think  is  generally  developed  enough  until  ages  eleven  to  twelve.  The  latter  limit  is 
caused  by  high  school. 

At  my  high  school,  in  addition  to  a  full  course  load,  I  participate  in  several 
extracurricular  activities.  These  demands  drain  most  of  my  time  and  energy.  If  a  teen 
does  not  have  an  interest  in  coins  before  he  or  she  becomes  involved  in  school,  he  or  she 
will  have  a  difficult  time  finding  the  resources  to  commit  to  numismatics.  The  hobby 
will  probably  have  to  wait  until  the  prospect  is  out  of  college  before  he  or  she  can  start 
collecting.  The  ages  twelve  to  sixteen  are  the  best  time  to  introduce  someone  to 
numismatics. 

Next  in  a  young  numismatist’s  profile  is  their  enthusiasm  in  various  areas  of  study 
in  various  areas  of  study.  By  this  I  mean  subjects  such  as  anthropology,  economics, 
metallurgy,  history,  etc. 
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In  most  cases,  I  think  more  numismatists  come  from  the  group  of  people  that 
focus  on  social  sciences.  It  is  because  numismatics  has  more  connections  to  social 
sciences,  such  as  the  topics  I  enumerated  above.  And  there  are  not  as  many  links  to  the 
natural  sciences,  like  physics  and  chemistry.  There  are  some  numismatic  connections, 
like  the  cause  of  toning,  but  these  connections  are  not  really  conducive  to  starting  one 
collecting.  Therefore  the  role  of  numismatics  in  many  social  sciences  should  be 
emphasized. 

Finally,  a  few  more  miscellaneous  traits  I  think  would  be  useful  to  any 
numismatist  and  especially  young  numismatists. 

The  person  should  be  able  to  maintain  some  form  of  organization.  This  is  needed 
to  establish  order  on  one’s  collection.  I  have  tried  to  collect  everything  before,  and  I  have 
found  it  is  virtually  impossible.  One  must  focus  on  a  particular  area  of  numismatics,  and 
organize  their  holdings  so  it  can  be  easily  studied  and  appreciated. 

The  potential  young  numismatists  must  be  able  to  and  enjoy  reading.  Though 
there  are  some  audiovisual  resources  for  collectors,  the  vast  majority  of  numismatic  data 
lies  in  the  text  of  books,  periodicals  and  other  written  media.  Reading  is  essential  to 
learning  about  coins  and  situations  surrounding  them. 

YN  ACTIVITIES  I  HAVE  ENCOUNTERED 

Activities  I  have  encountered  include  programs  at  coin  shows  and  club  meetings. 
YN  publications,  and  scholarships  to  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs, 
CO.  I  believe  that  all  these  activities,  if  well  conducted  and  informative,  are  effective  at 
encouraging  young  numismatists.  Basically  all  YN’s  need  is  a  forum  in  which  they  can 
learn  about  and  enjoy  numismatics.  Anything  that  can  fulfill  and  further  this  goal  should 
be  pursued.  Just  whatever  you  can  do  to  encourage  young  numismatists  and  make  coin 
collecting  pleasant  for  them. 

The  Summer  Seminar  is  especially  good.  I  have  gone  for  the  last  three  years  and 
leam  a  great  deal  every  time.  There  young  numismatist  can  meet  with  others  who  have 
similar  numismatic  interests.  They  also  meet  more  experienced  collectors  from  all  across 
the  country.  If  your  club  can  finance  a  scholarship  for  a  YN  to  go  for  that  one  week  of 
numismatics,  I  think  it  would  be  a  worthwhile  expenditure. 

CONCLUSION 

With  the  new  coin  programs  like  the  50  State  quarter  and  Sacagawea  dollar, 
public  exposure  of  numismatics  has  never  been  higher.  If  everyone  does  their  part  to 
encourage  young  numismatists,  I  see  a  bright  future  for  numismatics  and  for  all 
collectors,  both  old  and  young.. 
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CLUB  IMPROVEMENT  IDEA  CONNECTION 


From  the  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association  (GSNA)  and  Jim  Majoros  Coin 
Club  Assistance  Program  Part  One:  “Tips  on  How  to  Improve  Your  Coin  Club.”  One  of 
the  GSNA’s  responsibilities  is  to  assist  member  clubs  in  providing  information  on  how 
they  can  improve  their  coin  club  in  the  way  of  education  and  hobby  enjoyment.  It  is 
tremendously  important  for  coin  clubs  to  exist  within  the  hobby,  because  they  are  the 
vital  link  between  the  ANA,  the  GSNA  and  local  collectors.  We  have  a  common  interest 
within  the  hobby  that  includes  not  only  collecting,  but  the  enjoyment  of  making  new 
friends. 

Coin  Club  members  also  have  a  great  opportunity  to  encourage  the  recruitment  of 
new  members  by  virtue  of  the  10-year  50  State  Quarter  program.  This  is  obvious  because 
of  the  interest  shown  by  the  general  public  as  they  see  the  new  coins  being  distributed 
through  routine  change  transactions. 

Many  youngsters  are  not  active  in  school  athletic  program  or  other  activities,  and 
they  just  might  get  involved  in  coin  collecting.  It  is  up  to  us  to  insure  their  involvement 
by  advertising  our  existence;  planning  monthly  programs  geared  toward  YN’;  and 
mentoring  them  to  maintain  their  interest. 

SOME  MEETING  TIPS 

Send  a  quarterly  announcement  of  your  meeting  to  local  and  surrounding  area 
newspapers  and  cable  television  providers.  Prepare  an  informational  flyer  about  your 
club.  Distribute  copies  to  local  schools,  libraries,  senior  centers,  markets,  churches, 
chambers  of  commerce,  etc. 

Maintain  a  record  of  members’  birthdays.  Every  quarter,  hold  a  prize  drawing  for 
all  those  present  at  the  meeting  who  have  birthdays  during  tire  three-month  period,  $5  or 
other  prizes  as  a  conversation  piece  for  their  family. 

Open  the  meeting  with  a  pair  of  numismatic  trivia  question  to  generate  interest  in 
different  areas  of  collecting. 

Conduct  a  “First  Collectible  Coin”  contest.  Over  a  six-month  period,  have 
members  write  a  few  words  about  the  first  coin  in  their  collection.  Publish  the  stories  in 
the  club  newsletter,  have  them  read,  or  both.  Appoint  a  panel  of  three  judges  to  select  a 
winner.  Have  a  “bourse”  night,  at  which  all  members  can  set  up  a  table  or  case  to  sell  or 
trade  numismatic  items. 

Print  up  coin  club  “business  card”  and  give  them  to  members  to  distribute  to 
friends,  relatives,  neighbors,  co-workers  and  other  members  of  the  general  public. 

Prepare  an  exhibit  for  a  local  library  or  fair  during  National  Coin  Week  and 
provide  copies  of  a  club  flyer.
